School’s tiff with TIF leads to lawsuit

PONTOON BEACH — Unhappy with recent 
actions by the Village Board, e Granite City 
Community Unit School District 9 has filed a law- 
suit against the village. 

Superintendent Gilbert Walmsley said the 
district had made repeated unsuccessful efforts to 
discuss with Pontoon Beach officials the financial 
impact of the village’s TIF (tax increment financ- 
ing) district. 

With housing being developed in the TIF area, 
there will be add cost but insufficient added 
revenue for the educational system, the Granite 
City Board of Education concluded. As a result, it 
directed its attorneys to file suit against Pontoon 
Beach and others in the Third Circuit Court. 

Norman Owca, director of finance for’the school 
district, estimates that as much 2s $10,000,060 in 
real estate taxes could be redirected-to real estate 
developers rather than the school district over the 
next 23 years as.a result of the creation of a TIF 
district in the village. y 

School Board President Roy Koberna said the 
purpose of the lawsuit is to have the court deter- 
mine whether the village’s actions comply with 
Illinois statutes.

Conscientious objectors 
are now in the limelight — 


EDWARDSVILLE — When 
Eric Hayes joined the Marine 
Reserv: four years. ago, he 
thought it was the macho thing 
to- do. Now he’s in the brig’ for 
refusing to join his anti-tank unit 
when it was called up for Opera- 
tion Desert Shiel 

The student at Southern Iili- 
nois University at Edwardsville 
said he didn’t report for Active 
duty because he filed for d 
éharge as a conscientious objec 
tor, one of a number of reserv- 
ists and military personnel to 
take that stép since the Persian 
Gulf crisis began on Aug. 2. 

“If you would have caught me 
in 1986 right after. boot camp, I'd 
have probably been in Saudi 
Ara right now,’ Hayes, 24, 
said in an interyiew hours before 
his arrest Dec. 13-at SIUE. 

His unit, the Dragon Platoon 





.of the 3rd Battalion, 24th Marine 
Reserve Division, was ordered to 
report to active duty Nov. 30. It 
could be shipped to Saudi Arabia 
this month. 

But Hayes, a psychology stu: 
dent from St. Louis, said he now 
believes ‘‘there are really no 
just wars. 3 

He said he tried and failed to 
get a transfer to a unit. that 
wouldn't be-involved in combat. 

Members of -the military who 
decide they oppose war can seek 
an-honorable discharge,as a con- 
%Seieritious objector or a transfer 
to, gon-combatant duties. ‘ 

The process can take “up to 
three months, and applicants 
must comply with active-duty or. 
transfer orders in the meantime. 

“Conscientious objection is not 
having vague feelings about war, 
because’ everyone has vague 
feelings that war is a terrible 


thing,”’.said Robert A. Seeley, 
executive director of the Central 
Committee for Conscientious 
Objectors in, Philadelphia. a 

“Being a conscientious objec- 
tor is much more 
focused ... You: have a strong 
feeling not only that. war-is a 
terrible thing, but that you can’t 
take part in it.”* 

The number of applications for 
conscientious. objector status 
hasn’t changed much since the 
troop buildup in the Middle East, . 
according to Pentagon spokes- 
man Maj. Doug Hart. 

The Army had 77 applications 
through November this year, 
Hart said.’ ‘‘It’s ‘not a_ bigger 


problem: It’s got the spotlight on ~ 


it now 

However, groups that counsel 
applicants ‘insist-there has been 
an increase based on the appli- 
cations they’ve handled and the 
queries they've fielded. 

Seeley said reservists particu- 
larly are confused; they never 
expected to be called for active 
duty. “ 

“A lot of people ‘think that 
sounds naive,”’ he said. ‘‘But it’s 
very easy in a post-V‘ 
text to think, ‘Well, 
do anything like that again.’ 

“It doesn’t come home to you 


until you're really up against it - 


sometimes."” 
Michael Marsh, a military 
counselor for the War Resisters 


League in New York, said the 


Persian Gulf crisis has been 
catalyst for members of the mil- 
itary whose views changed but 
who remained in the service. 
“With the Gulf crisis coming 
up the way it did, a lot of people 
see they can’t just bide their 
time and hope they get out 


before the military gets into its 
next war,”’ Marsh said. ¢ 

Attorney Christopher Hodge 
Said that happened ‘to his client, 
Army Sgt. John K. Pruner. 

The 24-year-old Pruner, based 
at Fort Riley, Kan., ‘is séeking 
CO status alter three years in, 
the Army. - 

People’s beliefs change. 
That’s the kind of position he's 
in,". said Hodge, who would not 
allow Pruner to be interviewed. 

In. his. application, Pruner 
said, “I do not believe in killing 
and I am opposed to war in any 
form ... The idea of murdering 
people just because you don't 
share their views is madness.” 

A federal judge ruled’ that 
Pruner could be sent to Saudi 
Arabia while his application. is 
pending. °. 

For Hayes, his decision not to 
report resulted in his arrest at 
his campus’ apartment in 
Edwardsville. ‘ 

He wa taken to Camp 
LeJeune, N.C., where his..unit is 
draining. 

Hayes probably willbe held 
there until investigators decide 
whether to court-martial him for 
desertion or take other action, 
such as discharging him as a 
conscientious - objector, spokes- 
man Maj. Jay Farrar said. 

He could be sentenced to as 
many as seven years in prison, 
Maj. Bill Grein of the 4th Marine 
Pivision said 

Hayes already has 
demoted from lance cor 
private first class for m 
platoon movement, Grein s. 

Hayes said before his 
that he was prepared t 
the consequences, whatever they 
might be.”
